To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Oonncillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Deal* 

Mr*  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1942. 

This  report  has  been  abri%ed  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s 
requirements  but  includes  all  the  necessary  vital  statistics* 

Once  again  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  general  health 
of  the  community  has,  throughout  another  war  year,  remained  at 
a high  standard  and  no  particular  item  calls  for  outstanding 
comment* 

The  birth  rate  shews  a very  definite  increase  and  stands  at 
18*69,  which  is  the  highest  the  town  has  attained  in  the  last  10 
years*  The  death  rate,  however,  shev/s  a alight  Increase  which 
can  be  attributed  to  factors  known  to  the  members*  These  rates 
compare^  very  favourably  with  the  average  for  the  country* 

Infectious  Disease  which  has  remained  for  some  time  at  a 
satisfactory  low  level  shews  a further  decline  in  numbers  for  1942. 

As  forecast  last  year,  the  department  has  been  able  to  develop 
and  markedly  increase  its  inspection  vifork  for  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  number  of  visits  paid  by  our  staff  has  been  more  than  doubled* 
This  has  been,  in  part,  due  to  the  retention  of  sta^ff  and  a more 
settled  central  office,  and  these  factors  have  enabled  the  depart- 
ment to  retain  its  methods  of  organisation. 

This  department  also  has  the  charge,  direction  and  organisation 
of  the  Deal  A*R,P.  Casualty  Service  which  has,  throughout  the  year, 
acted  promptly  and  she-v/n  its  ability  in  meeting  emergencies. 

Finally,  I desire  to  express  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  co- 
operation and  guidance*  In  this  I would  desire  to  mention  the 
Town  Clerk,  Borough  Surveyor  and  Borough  Accountant  with  their 
staffs,  and  the  members  of  the  A.R*P.  Office,  all  of  whom  who  have, 
during  1942,  always  given  assistance  and  co-operation  which  is  much 
appreciated*  ’

CENERAL  ^ PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 
Public  Health  Staff 

A more  stabl.e  position  has  been  attained  than  in  the  previous 
yea^r  in  the  ^am.ning  of  the  department  in  that  we  have  been  fortunate 
to  retain  our  small  staff.  Y/ork  has  much  increased  and  we  have 

had  to  meet  all  obligations  still  v;ithout  a second  Sanitary  Inspector. 
In  conjunction  with  other  Municipal  departments,  the  offices  v/ere 
moved  in  November,  1942,  from  the  tov/n  area  and  are  now  situated  at 
’Cherry  Orchard’,  London  Road,  Deal.  This  transfer  has  in  no  way 
impaired  the  working  or  accessibility  to  the  public,  indeed  it  has 
been  possible  to  perform  more  steadily  the  several  obligations  v;e  have 
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had  to  meet. 

An  additional  complication  has  heen  thro^vn  on  ,the  department  hy 
Pood  Enforcement  work  which  has  fallen  largely  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector • Definite  arrangements  are  in  progress 
whereby  this  extra  and  extensive  duty  can  be  carried  on  for  the  Pood 
Committee  through  the  good  offices  of  the  Public  Health  Staff. 

Laboratory  Pacilities 


These  continue  to  give  good  service  through  the  Kent  County  Council 
Laboratories  at  Dfeidstone. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

These  are,  as  stated  in  previous  reports;  that  is,  our  Borough 
Ambulance  is  available  for  transport  of  infections  to  the  Eastry 
Isolation  Hospital.  Civil  oases  are  dealt  with  through  the  St.  John’s 
Ambulance  Brigade,  Deal,  and  the  A.R.P.  Casualty  Service  is  prepared 
to  ineet  any  emergency  v^hioh  cannot  be  otherwise  dealt  with.  ihese 
arrangements  have  worked  very  satisfactorily  through  a difficult  year 
and  consideration  will  be  asked  in  future  as  to  the  provision  of  a 
more  recognised  Ambulance  Service  v/hich  may  v/ell  be  bound  up  with  plans 
which  might  develop  through  the  re-organisation  of  any  hospital  system 
we  ma.y  have  in  the  tovm. 

itcirsl:  '.g  in  the  Home 

The  position  here  is  tolerably  satisfactory  but  for  this  v/e  rely 
on  the  District  Hiypsing  Association  which  supplies  tv/o  highly  qualified 
midv;ife-nurses . The  area  for  these  women  is  large  and 'in  ray  opinion 
the  staff  could  v/ell  do  with  extra  help.  Nevertheless,  I have  not 
heard  of  any  instance  where  the  Association  has  been  unable  to  meet  its 
demands , 

Midwives 

The  administration  of  the  Midwives  Act  remains  as  previously 
reported,  i.e*  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Kent  County  Council. 

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres 

These  have  been  again  re-established  as  in  pre-war  days.  The 
Ante-natal  clinics  at  St.  George’s  and  Glynn  Vivian  Mission  together 
with  the  Mother  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  at  St.  George’s,  Glynn 
Vivian,  Mongeham  and  Walmer  are  all  run  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Kent  County  Council. 

After  a difficult  year  in  1941,  the  School  Service  once  more 
attained  its  routine  and  re-opened  a new  clinic  with  a new  nursing 
staff  for  the  treatment  of  school  children  in  dental  diseases  and 
minor  ailments. 

Scabies 


In  pursuance  of  the  Order  on  Scabies,  public  cleansing  facilities 
with  a volunteer  staff  were  opened  at  the  Pirst  Ai  d Post.  This 
institution  has  proved  a great  benefit  to  the  community,  of  which  a 
large  proportion  of  the  working  classes,  were  during  the  year  infected. 
This  clea  .nslng  centre  has,  without  doubt,  played  a considerable  part 
in  reducing  the  preval-.-nco  of  scabies  which,  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
had  been  so  lessoned  as  to  cause  but  little  concern.  All  practitioners. 
Health  Visitors  and  other  interested  people  have  been  made  fully  aware 
of  the  facilities  and  the  importance  of  notifying  this  disease,  and 
their  co-operation  in  the  matters  continues  to  be  v/hole-hearted. 

Hospitals 


All  infectious  cases  occurring  In  the  Borough  are  nov/  conveyed  to 
and  treated  at  the  Eastry  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital,  situated  at 
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Eastry 


TTils  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital,  although  not  in  use  as  a 
Hospital,  is  available  and  earmarked  for  sundry  uses  in  an  emergency 
which  may  arise# 

Cases  of  smallpox,  wjden  notified,  are  removed  to  the  smallpox 
hospital  at  Poult on  under  the  Dover  Borough  Authority#  Ho  use  was 
made  of  this  hospital  by  us  during  1942#  Proposals  have  been 
received  from  the  County  inviting  us  to  join  with  other  authorities 
in  sending  our  cases  to  a hospital  yet  to  be  definitely  designated, 
but  probably  at  Dislingbury  (Hr.  Orpington),  Y/e  await  further  inform- 
ation from  the  County  on  this  matter# 

The  Deal,  Y/almer  and  District  War  Memorial  Hospital  in  London 
Road  comprised  men’s,  women’s  and  children’s  v/ards,  private  wards, 
operating  theatre,  staff  quarters.  X-ray  and  Ophthalmic  departments, 
facilities  for  radium  and  radiant  heat  treatments,  electro-therapeutic, 
massage  and  outpatient  departments, 

^ Ith  Visitors 

In  this  area,  these  are  governed  by  the  Kent  County  Council#  I 
would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  given  by 
these  nurses  to  this  department#  Dependent  on  conditions  and  advance 
of  the  tov/n  to  come,  here  again  it  will  come  for  consideration  as  to 
whether  we  shall  require  our  own  health  visitor  or  visitors  to  meet 
the  many  demands  in  observation  snd  the  general  interest  of  the  community# 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

A tremendous  amount  of  propaganda  and  work  through  this  department 
has  been  effected  during  the  year  in  order  to  secure  a high  percentage 
of  immunised  children  in  the  Borough#  The  estimated  percentage  at 
the  end  of  1942  of,  children  immunised  was  approximately  55,  which  I feel 
is  creditable.  There  is,  of  course,  amongst  a certain  number  of  people 
still  antipathy  to  this  treatment  and  this,  in  spite  of  national  and 
Local  advice  and  propaganda^ is  extremely  difficult  to  dispel,  neverthe- 
less, with  the  rapidly  increasing  school  work  amongst  school  children, 

I anticipate  that  the  percentage  during  the  forthcoming  year  will  shew 
a good  increase  and  venture  to  suggest  that  our  figures  compare  favourably 
writh  other  parts  of  the  country,

Towards  the  er;d  of  the  year,  full  medical  services  had  once 
again  been  re-instituted  and  centred  on  new  clinic  premises  in  Cowper  Road, 
Deal,^  Here  the  School  Minor  Ailments  and  Dental  Clinics  wore  re-commenced 
and  with  a new  nursing  staff  all  the  former  miedical  facilities  were  again 
in  operation  for  the  children.

for  analysis  have  been  reported  as  genuine  by  the  Public  Analyst.  In 
the  case  of  one  sample  of  milk,  purchased  from  a retailer,  this  was  found 
to  be  10,6^  deficient  in  fat.  On  further  investigation,  2 samples  taken 
from 'the  source  of  supply  of  this  milk  v/ere  proved  to  be  of  inferior  quality 
viz.,  the  fat  content  was  slightly  belov/  the  required  standard..  These 
findings  v/ere  reported  to  the  County  Council,  and  in  this  instance  the  milk 
producer  was  cautioned .

Disinfection 

Following  the  notification  of  an  infectious  disease  the  infected 
premises  are  inspected  both  by  myself  and  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  This 
is  done  for  the  purpose  of  tracing,  if  possible,  the  source  of  infection. 

The  patients  are  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  bedroom  and  its 
contents,  i.e.  bedding  and  wearing  apparel,  are  fumigated  and  the  bedding 
and  clothing  removed  for  steam  disinfection.  Premises  where  home  treat- 
ment of  the  disease  has  been  carried  out  are  similarly  treated  after  the 
recovery  of  the  patient. 

During  1942  the  disinfection  of  27  rooms  and  of  64  articles  was  carried 

out.
